GUJARAT  ACT  NO.  26  OF  1965. 

(First  published  after  having  received  the  assent  of  the  Governor  in  the 
“Gujarat  Government  Gazette"  on  the  29th  November  1965.). 

An  Act  to  make  emergency  provisions  in  respect  of  local  authorities. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Sixteenth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows:' — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Gujarat  Local  Authorities  (Emergency  Pro- 
visions) Act,  1965.

(it)  the  date  on  which  the  period  of  supersession  or  the  period  specified 
for  the  reconstitution  of  the  local  authority,  as  the  case  may  be,  would  have 
expired. 

6.  In  the  case  of  local  authorities  to  which  sections  3,  4 and  6 apply,  the  Application 
/relevant  enactment  shall  have  effect  as  if  — of  relevant
